Big Deliveries at the City Warshousss the Past
Weoek—A Few of sany Reocent Bales.
The Cold Weather Prevents the
setting of the "A3 Varisty.

The principal fealure in the Lancaster
market during the past week was the enor-
mous quantities of 'S4 loaf delivered at the
packing houses, One firm tells us they re-

4 ceived during the week nearly 200,000 pounds,
and saveral other houses were not far bahind
them. On Baturday especially the deliveries
were very heavy, long lines of wagons block-
ing up the thoroughiares in the vicinity ol
the packing houses, and many of them being
unable to unload until late in the day, though
they were on hand with their goods early in
the moming.

All apprebension as to the lifing of the
entire crop is at an end. Indeod it is getting
scarce, and dealers are more willing to buy
at presont prices than farmers are to sell
The crop that was so much decried early in
the season s now extolled as being oxoellent,
and dealers who are not wont to boast of
their Iuck say they mus! mike money
out of it, for two good  reasons. }‘lmt] the
bought it at low figures, and second, it is
very fine. They are yet in the field picking
up lots wherever they ean be found,

Th* Terrible Hoodshed that Had Its Origin
In Cards.
Walthourville, a small bamlet thirty-seven
wmwiles from Savannah, Ga., on the Savannah,
Florida & Western railway, was on Sunday
the sceno of n quintuple tragedy nmong »
party of negro gamblers. Mauy of tho players
were mill hands who had just been paid off.
There was $40 or 850 in the pot, and the game-
sters, all of whom were somewhat flushpd
with liguor, were considerably excited. One
accused another of cheating, and as the we-
cuser rose to his feet to draw a knife the
alloged sharper drew o revolver and fired.
The bullet entered the forchead of the ac-
cuser just between the eyes, and he fell a
corpse  ucross the eards and stakes. Tho
friends of the dead man arose to avenge his
murder, and those of the slayer rallied to his
defense. Each sideo was well armed with
knives and revalvers, and in the free-for-all
tight which followed five were killed out-
right and four or five badly wounded.
Other turpentine and mill hands came up
und took a band in the struggle, and itevent-
ually assumed the proportions of a riot. The
faction at whose door theorigin of the trouble
is laid finally fled, A pwsuing posse was
organized and the lynching of any of the
fugitives who are captured s a foregone con-

A RUSSIAN PROPOSITION

THAT ENGLAND FAY FOR THE CRARS
EXTENSIVE WAR PREPARATIONS,

That In. If the Arbltrator Finds That England
Was the Cause of the Dispate—Kom-
aroll Relternten His Old Statemenis,
Russln Adding More Troops,

LoxpoN, May 1L—Condle Stephen will
arrive i London to-day with Sir Petor Lums-
den's dispatohes,

The papers on tho Afghan question, which
are to be published on Saturday, will not
contain tho termas of the frontier convention.
It will not be made public until the conven-
tion has been concluded. Russian papors
suggest the submittal of Russia’s bill for her
war proparations to the medistor between
the two natlons with the understanding that
England shall pay the bill if the arbitrator
decides that England is responaible for the
causs of the dispute.

It Is reported that Rusala is adding 12,000
troops to her frontier guards in Poland on
tho lines toward Austrin and Prussia.  Such
action on Russla's part necessilulos an. agual
Increase of troops on the Austrian and Prus-
slan sides,

KOMAROFF REITERATES HIS STATEMENTS,

Exactly 50 moembers voted,
1t was the fullest House this year. The Min-
isterialists are jubilant. They say that the
victory insures the retarn of the government
in next November elections, provided that
Ruusia keeps faith. The Morning Posf, the
Tory organ, reprohends the blunder mude by
s party.

An Ameriean Cltizen Held in Hayt,
Port-av-Prisce, Hayvtl, April 20, —The
anthorities of Hayti have refused to deliver
up Mr. A, C. Van Bokkelen, a native of the
United States and formerly consul for 1layti
at New York, The United States has now
made four requests for his release from prison
on the island, where he has been confined for
the past sixteen months in defiance of treaty
obligations. Each demand has been received
in o most disrespectful manner, hardly any
notice being taken of them by the govern-
ment officials.

CUNNINGHAN AND BURTON.

Their Connsel to e Acvorded a Private Inter-
view With the Prisoners,

Loxpox, May. 12—When the court in
which the alleged dynamiters, Cunningham
and Burton, are being tried opened this
morning, every seal was oocupled, while
many stood in the aisles and other passages
in the room. The intercst in the case scoms
to have in no wise diminished, Tho buzz of
voices in the courtroom was stilled by a
vigorous rapping with the gavel by Judge
Hawkins, the presiding justice, and the pro-
coodings ordered togoon,  One of the counsel
for the prisoners complained to the court of
the conduct of the governor of Newgate jail
in refusing to allow elther himself or his
collengue to have a private interview with
their clients. He stated thoy were much
hampered In thair offorts to defend the
prisoners by not being allowed o have a
private eonferonce with them. The prosecuy-
tion suggested that the defendants’ counsel
be allowed a private interview and the judge
stated that he would see that ono was ar-
ranged. Tho taking of evidence was then
réesumed and the reading of the testimony
addueced at the inquiry into the explosion st
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At the conelusion of the tostimony concérn-
ing the explosion at Charing Cross, Edward
Weeks, the witness from New York,took the
stand and swore to Burton's presence in
Ameriea ata time when that prisoner as-
sortod he was in England., Olher witnosses
for the erown follawed and testified to the
ovenis of May 13, 1588  Tho attorney general
fald lie had not intended to conneet the
prisoner directly with the plot developed at
that time, bat simply wishod to prove the
axistence of treasonable plots and the prob-
able affection of the prisoners with their
porpetrators.  Witnesses wero then  placed
upon the stand Ly the crown who dotailed
the movements of the prisoners from De-
comber untll the moment of thelr arrest,

The evidence of these withessos conclu-
sively proved Canninghmn's connection witls
the exploston which occnred ot Giower stroet,
